—Situation is Growing 


Serious. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The state de- 


partment received advices from Consul 
General Oudger at Panama indicating 
that the Colombian, revolution kad 
again assumed a serious aspect. He 
states tbat the Colombian government 
announces tha* the revolutionists are 
approaching Panama and are making 
preparations for a figbt_. which is likely 
to occur soon. 


There is reason to believe that the 


United States government will adopt 
a vigorous liue- or action in case the 
city of Panama is attacked or tberc is 
any interruption erf tiiK tfauSit ia£-l!S- 
ti'js of tbe isthmus. 
According to a. 


treaty arrangement with Colombia the 
United States has been given a certain 
measure of protection over tbe peace- 
ful conduct of this traffic across cue 
isthmus. When Consul General Cad- 
ger a few months ago reported that 
the revolutionists would bombard the 
city of Panama, Acting Secretary of 
State Hill promptly sent a dispatch to 
Mr. Gudger announcing in unusually 
vigorous terms that thia government 
would not tolerate any action likely to 
• prejudice American interests or Inter- 
fere with tbe rights which this govern- 
ment had assumed. At present the 
gunboat Ranger is at Panama, and the 
Philadelphia and Iowa are on their 
way to that, locality 


llurriruno In Guum. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—Advices from 


Commander Sea ton Schrooder, gover 
nor of Guam, have been received by 
Assistant Secretary of the Navy-Hack- 
ett. They were confined to a report of 
toe hurricane that devastated the isl- 
and on Nov. 13 and caused the loss Of 
the Yosemiteantl five men in the steam 
launch, ot that vessel. Commander 
Scroeder speaks in the highest terms 
Of the unflinching courage and deter- 
mination evinced by L-ieutenaht BSerer 
and the. officers and men under his 
command. T-he havoc was widespread 
over the island. Food is scarce and 
the natives are Buffering, Outside help 
may be needed.

Chicago, Jan. S.—William J. Bryaa 


was the guest of honor at the annual 
banquet of the Chicago Bryan league, 
at the Shermaa House. Mayor Harri- 
eon. acted as toasttnaster. Mr. Bryan 
ia the course of his speech remarked 
that he intends to continue actively In 
the discussion of public questions, and 
does not desire to be embarrassed by 
being placed ia the attitude o£ a can- 
didate for any office. Discussing the 
mooted subject of reorganization of the 
Democratic party, he said that reor- 
ganisation is aa internal rtiaecly and 
one that can. not be applied externally, 
a person must be inside of the party 
before he caa participate la the party 
management. 'Defeat,''said he, should 
not discourage those who believe in 
the principles set forth in the Kansas 
City platform; the battle must con- 
tinue; but if fate decrees a change in 
-toe Ideals of thia natloa. Democracy's 
struggle will inspire the lovers of lib- 
erty in future years. Those who sup- 
port the principles of the' Declaratioa 
of Independence, Mr. Bryan concluded, 
can take courage from the heroism 
manifested by those In South Africa; 
Cronje, now in loneliness on St. Hel- 
ena, -will live in poetry and song when 
the name of Kofceits is forgotten, and 
Kniger will -wear a crowa of deathless 
fame •when, kings and emperors are 
known no more.

Hopkins* Re-apportionment Bill Quietly 


Into Oblivion. 


Membership to be Increased. 


Under the New Law no State Will Lose Any of 


Its Representatives and Several Will 


Make Gains—-QM> Will Re~ 


main the Same. 


Washington, Jan. 9.-—By a vote of 


165 to 102 the house accepted the re-, 
apportionment plan proposed by tbe' 
Burleigh bill, whjch increases the J 
membership of the house during tb-e 
next decade from 357, the present mem 
bership, and the membership proposed 
by the committee on Hopkins bill, to 
3S6. Tlie result was largely brought 
about by the influence of certain sen- 
ators from several of the larger north- 
ern states, who threw the weight of 
their influence in the scale in favor of 
the larger membership. 


.Under the bili as passed no state 


loses a representative, .and the follow- 
ing make gains: Illinois, New York 
and Texas, .three each: 
Minnesota 


New Jersey and Pennsylvania, two 
each, and Arkansas, California, Colo- 
rado, Connecticut, Florida, Louisiana, 
Massachusetts, .Mississippi Missouri. 
North Carolina, North Dakota, Wash- 
ington, West \rjrsinia. and Wisconsin, 
one each. The bill provides that when- 
ever a new state is admitted the repre- 
sentative assignee! to it shall be in add! 
tion to the number provided In the 
bill. It'also adds a -provision never 
Hitherto incorporated in a reapportioiv 
meat bill, to the effect that congress 
sianal districts., in addition to being 
"contiguous," shall also be "compact. 
States which are allowed additional 
representatives by the bill shall, by its 
terms, elect them at large until the 
legislature shall redistrict the state.

"Washington. Jan. 9.—The senate had 


under consideration tee much-mooted 
canteen question, in connection with 
tlie army reorganization bill. The sen- 
ate committee in effect restored the 
provision for a post exchange or can 
teen, •^•hich had been stricken out.of 
the bill by tbe bouse. For nearly five 
hours tine senate discussed the com- 
mittee amendment. Senator G-allinger 
(N. H.) and Hansbrough (N. D.) vig- 
orously opposed the amendment, and 
in turn, it was-quite as strenuously 
supported by Senators Sewell (N. J.), 
Hawley (Conn.), Money (Miss.) and 
Carter (.Mon.). 


TUe senate committee on military 


affairs agreed to accept in modified 
form the amendment to the army bill 
suggested by Senator Hoar for the ap- 
pointment, of a commission to investi- 
gate the effect of the army canteen. 


May Meet In Washington. 


Washington, Jan. 9.—The negotia- 


tions -which naro" been pentShfs for 
some time relative to th« removal frota 
Peking of some of the subjects o£ in- 
ternational negotiations so that they 
could be taken up art Washington or at 
the capital of one of the other powers 
bare, now advance*.! to a stage where 
there is promise of a satisfactory un- 
derstanding among the powers on this 
move. It is the piirpose to assemble aa 
international commission which could 
pass on all questions of iniieninit> 
both among themselves uud as against 
China, It wo-uld be in the main a con- 
ference among the powers, although it 
is expected, that Chinese envoys woulii 
be invited to participate alter tne pro- 
ceedings reach a stags where unity of 
action among the jxnvers was assured,

RUSSIAN POLICY IN CHINA 


Czar's Instructions Oppose An- 


nexation of Manchuria, 


IMPEEIAl OSDEESWJSBE EXPLICIT 


Admialntrattcs Mas! S«t Be 


In<rodoce<l, Ife Said, Into Territory 


cptfd — Ltf c. Honor, Froixsrly 
Cn»tou>s ot the XatlTCB Mnut Be 


Sacred to iUo Troop*. 
I obtained-, the other day copies of im- 


portant decrees, issued by the czar of 
llussia, which go to. show that the St. 
Petersburg government contemplates 
ao departure from tbe policy of evac- 
uating Manchuria as soon as circum- 
stances permit, writes the New York 
Herald's "Washington 
correspondent. 


These decrees, which are in the form 
of Instructions to military and naval 
commanders, further show that the 
czar has''been strenuous in his orders 
to avoid looting or ill treatment of tbe 
inhabitants of the territory occupied 
by his troops. 


One telegram sent by the minister of 


war to General Grodcfcoff, command- 
Ing the Russian, troops in Manchuria, 
reads: 


"His imperial mEgesty orders me to 


send yon tbe following instructions: 
His majesty's desire is not only that 
there should be no annexation of Chi- 
nese territory to KnssJa, but, as has 
been published in the official communi- 
cation of Sept, 1, that our troops should 
later be recalled from Manchuria, if 
there be no hindrance thereto by tho 
course pin-sued by other powers. In 
accordance with this imperial decision, 
you will do a" tbat is possible to bring 
Ibc military operations ia Mancbarla 
to a speedy ecd. 


"At present Russia's principal object 


is the continuation and completion of 
the railways we are building. 
Your 


efforts must be directed to help this 
work au<i guard the workmen. Rus- 
sian administration must not be in- 
troduced in tbe territory occupied by 
onr troops. 
S'ou will reassure the 


population, remove their- fears and 
bring them back to their ordinary 
occupations !u time of pence. See tnat 
the soldiers commit no violence upon 
the Inhabitants after tho last shot of 
tbe battle. 
Life, honor, property find 


customs of the natives must be sacred 
to the troops." 


Tlie czar bad many weeks before 


wired this order to Admiral Alcxieff: 
'•Strictest discipline, irreproachable in- 
ternal order, respect for the peaceful 
citizen, compassion for the vanquished, 
regard for their property, must be en- 
forced by you with an Iroa baud." 


This was followed by those orders 


to both Genera.! Grodckoff and Admiral 
Alexlcff. seat early in August, jnst 
after the Russian troops bad crossed 
into Manchuria: 


"Circumstances bavins' obliged our 


troops to cross tho frontier into Man- 
churia, we will soon have quelled the 
rebellion. Order will be restored equal- 
ly soon on the Manchuria railroad, and 
work will be resumed under the pro- 
tection of our armed forces. But that 
is not enough. It is absolutely neces- 
sary that the peaceful inhabitants of 
Manchuria should not join the rebels 
and ovate the painful necessity of 
making war upon the whole Chinese 
nation. 


"His imperial majesty therefore di- 


rects me to Instruct you to take strin- 
gent measures, so tbat the war shall be 
conducted wltb the Inexorability inher- 
ent to all warfare only against Chinese 
troops au<3 armed citizens. These must 
be defeated, deprived of their onus and 
the fortifications destroyed. 


"But the peaceful residents, their 


homesteads aad their property must 
not be touched by oar valorous so'.diers 
.or by border Cossacks. No unneces- 
sary cruelty or devastation should be 
allowed- Destruction of cities or vil- 
lages and burning of farms may be 
resorted to only In. extreme cases as 
punishment for heavy and bloody 
crimes. 
Sach measures •'•'•incense the 


population against us. 
Any kind of 


looting- by soldiers or Cossacks must 
be'punished with the utmost severity, 
Including tbe court martial of offend? 
ers. All subsistence provided by the 
inhabitants shall be paid for In cash. 


"Terrible In battle, ,our soldiers must 


be in Manchuria as they bare always 
been everywhere and at all times—kind 
ood humane, not only to the peaceful 
citizen, but also to the conquered foe, 
Tbe very next day after tbe battle yon 
must exert yourselves to be .on a, 
friendly footing with tbe inhabitants. 
Bo have we always done, with great 
'success, in "the Caucasus and in cen- 
tral Asia, In giving you these instruc- 
tions his imperial majesty is-confldent 
tbat the breve troops under your com- 
mand will not dim th-tr glory by any 
kind of cruelty to peaceful, unarmed 
citizens. Tbe emperor espeets tbat ev- 
ery man will do bis best to maintain 
good and friendly relations."

Con Carry Ration* For Forty on Out- 


post Dtity or Scrv« With a Batterj-. 
The old idea of taking few measures 


for the comfort of the troops in the 
field, because they arc usually com- 
pelled by the force of circnrnstances to 
do without nay comforts, was explod- 
ed long ago, and today every good offi- 
cer tries to bring bis men to the field 
of battle in as fresh a condition as pos- 
sible. 


One of the most arduous duties, otlier 


than actual fighting on the firing line, 
Is outpost duty, and any means tbat 
will lighten this service in the field 
Will be welcomed by tbe army. Wagon 
transportation will not always be avail- 
able far to the front, and yet the South 
African campaign has shown that even 
at the outposts it can often come into 
play and would be of inestimable value 
in sparing the men unnecessary labor. 


A new military transport 'and, shelter 


wagon is tbe direct outcome of the late ' 
experience in the Transvaal, says the 
Kew York Sun. It was designed by 
a volunteer artillery colonel of Shef- 
field, England. The wagon is bnilt of 
wood and Is mounted on springs and 
four wheels. Xbe tires are eight inches 
tvide to facilitate 
travel over soft 


ground, and tho rear wheels are on a 
broader gauge than those in front 
It

The top of the -wagon box is sur-,: 


roamied by stout wire netting, inside 
of which is the platform. Under tlie 
platform Coor Ss a water cistern of 40 
gallons capacity. On each side of the 
wagon are hinged doors, closing re-, 
cesses. In which a canvas shelter is i 
kept rolled up. This canvas caii be ran | 
out In a very few minutes and wben ' 
held up by the wagon at one end and 
by posts planted out at the side of tbe 
wagon at tbe other "will form a rectan- 
gnlar tent for 50 men. Seats are also 
provided at the sides of the wagon In 
the form of hanging steps. So ihat the 
men con be carried on them wben nec- 
essary. When not in use, these seats 
can be folded up oat of-the way. Rtfle 
or carbine racfes are also part of. Its 
equipment The wagon can carry four 
tons of stores and would tbns provide 
a detachment of- 40 men -with rations 
for 100 days. It is designed either for 
the supply of a detachment on outpost 
duty or as part of the equipment of a 
field battery, and with its tent shelter 
will prove far more valuable, tinder 
circumstances where horse or traction 
engine draft Is available at all, than 
the transport wagons now in use.

Proved Fatal to Brake- 


man Burke. 


Wife and Family With Him 


When He Died, 


The Pittsburg Company Placing a 


Special Train, With a Clear 


Track at Their Dis- 


posal. 


3T» JL Burke, the brakeman who was 


run over la tie 1*. Ft. W. & C. yards 
yesterday afternoon, died at the city 
hospital at 6:30 last night. It was 
e?ident from the first that he could 
not survive his frightful Injuries, and 
word was seat immediately to Fort 
Wayne where the unfortunate man 
had a wife and three children living. 


The company placed an engine and 


passenger coach at the disposal of the 
grief stricken wife and the family was 
brought to Lima with the speed of the 
wind. The train arrived here about 
four o'clock and a cab was in waiting 
to convey Mrs. Burke and the three 
little children to the bedside of the 
dying husband and father; 


The accident occurred at 1:30, and 


while enduring tse sscst awful agony, 
which the opiates administered could 
but slightly alleviate, he retained con- 
sciousness ap until almost fhe last 
moment. He had asked Srst of all 
after being taken from beneath the 
rain to see his wife and family, and 
the promptness with which the officials 
at Fort Wayne responded to this re- 
quest gave to the dying man the only 
drop of comfort left to him. 


After the sad meeting, Burke had 


requent periods of unconsciousness 
and gradually grew weaker until 6:30, 
when he died. The remains were then 
aken charge of by undertaker Gros- 
eaa and prepared for burial at Port 
Wayne, to wbieh place the body was 
ent on ]Sfo.

In Adams county, Indiana, 
last week, Thayer and others got -a 
well that made S5 barrels and the Uni- 
versal Oil company obtained one that 
started at SO barrels. This portion of 
the Indiana field is aUraoting consid- 
erable attention of late. There is a 
gradual approach to the Ohio line of 
the paying territory, as well as north- 
ward.
